BRYANT  S.  HINCKLEY,  speak- 
er at  the  annual  Founders  Day 
assembly  Tuesday,  termed  Dr. 
Karl  G.  Maeser,  first  president 
-of  Brigham  Young  University,  the 
‘Spiritual  architect  of  that  in- 
stitution.” 

Stories  of  Dr.  Maeser’s  church 
activities  and  sense  of  humor 
were  related  by  Hinckley.  The 
speaker  was  a student  of  Presi- 
dent Maeser,  and  a one-time  Old 
■testament  instructor. 

DR.  BRUCE  BUDGE  CLARK, 
a member  of  the  BYU  faculty,  al- 
so addressed  the  assembly.  He  is 
the  great-grandson  of  William 
Budge,  the  missionary  who  was 
instrumental  in  converting  Dr. 
Maeser  to  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

The  assembly  honored  Presi- 
dent Maeser,  who  served  as  prin- 
cipal of  Brigham  Young  Aca- 
demy and  later  president  of  Brig- 
ham Young  University  from  1876 
until  1892. 

Also  honored  at  the  assembly 
were  several  other  students  of 
Dr.  Maeser  and  descendants  of 
the  educator,  including  his  only 
living  daughter. 

DR.  MAESER  WAS  baptized 
-100  years  ago  this  month,  the 
first  convert  to  the  LDS  Church 
from  the  kingdom  of  Saxony.  At 


the  time  of  his  conversion  he  was 
vice  director  of  the  Budich  Edu- 
cational Institute  at  Dresden. 

He  was  both  principal  and  only 
teacher  soon  after  Brigham 
Young  Academy  was  founded 
with  an  enrollment  of  29  stu- 
dents. 


fore  Monday,  any  unit  guilty  of 
breaking  the  rules  will  be  clear- 
ed of  wilfully  violating  them,  the 
committee  decided. 

Rushing  procedure  was  amend- 
ed to  allow  units  in  excess  of  50 
members  at  rushing  time,  to  ac- 
cept ten  new  mmebers  each  win- 
ter quarter.

PREVIOUSLY,  under  rushing 
procedure,  social  units  which  had 
over  50  members  were  to  be  al- 
lowed to  rush  only  as  many  mem- 
bers as  would  bring  its  total 
membership  to  60. 

Any  unit  which  is  forced  to 
rush  Autumn  Quarter  because 
its  membership  is  below  the  min- 
imum of  40  will  be.  able  to  rush 
again  winter  quarter,  the  com- 
mittee pointed  out. 

I)R.  HENRY  L.  ISAKSEN,  Stu- 
dent Coordinator,  agreed  with 
social  unit  representatives  that  a 
unit  must  have  new  frosh  mem- 
bers if  it  is  to  stay  above  the 
minimum  membership  the  fol- 
lowing autumn  quarter.  Sqcial 
unit  representatives  felt  that  the 
frosh  members  would  be  the  core 
of  the  unit  the  following  year. 

HOWEVER,  under  the  back- 
log preference  rule,  a social  un- 
it would  have  to  accept  all  or  as 
many  as  possible  of  the  students 
not  able  to  join  during  the  pre- 
ceding rush  period'.  This  could 
prevent  them  from  accepting  the 
frosh  which  they  feel  are  neces- 
sary to  maintain  the  unit  with  a 
membership  greater  than  mini- 
mum. 

DAVE  GROBERG,  Central 
Rushing  Committee  chairman,  an- 
nounced that  111  rushees  had 
signed  up  this  quarter  to  join 
13  units.  Members  of  these  units 
will  vote  for  their  preferences  in 
their  Thursday  evening  meet- 
ings. Those  rushees  who  have  not 
named  a second  preference  and 
who  are  not  accepted  into  the 
unit  of  their  first  choice  will  have 
preference  over  the  students  who 
rush  for  the  first  time,  in  win- 
ter quarter, 

According  to  Groberg,  unless 
some  solution  is  arrived  at  be- 
fore winter  quarter  rush  many 
frosh  will  be  unable  to  join  the 
unit  that  they  prefer  because  of 
this  priority  backlog.

RHENIUM,  AN  extremely  rare 
metal  found  only  in  the  copper 
ore  of- Bingham  Canyon,  is  the 
subject  of  extensive  research  now 
being  carried  out  by  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  chemists. 

This  is  an  investigation  of  the 
fundamental  chemistry  and  cata- 
lytic properties  of  rhenium  and 
compounds.  (A  catalyst  is  a\sub- 
siance  added  to  a reaction  to 
speed  up  the  chemical  process 
but  which  does  not  enter  into  the 
reaction  itself.) 

THE  RESEARCH,  termed  Air 
Research  and  Development  Com- 
mand project,  is  now  in  its  sec- 
ond year  and  is  being  carried  out 
as  a joint  project  with  the  Air 
Force  and  Kennecott  Copper 
Corp.  Research  cost  to  the  Uni- 
versity has  been  $17,000,  thus  far,
